Mes, B, M. MeFarinnd Commits Sniclde
nt Her Home on Fourth Street,

Mrs. F. M. McFarland, wife of a retired
ecapitalist, committed sulclde yestérday at her
home at 612 Fourth street by drinking ecar-
tiolle acid. As to her motlyve the famlly
elaim to have no knowledge., She has been in
poor health for about two years, and has sul-
fered from a chronie melancholia, Last
ppring her husband embarked in an unlucky

vonture, which cost him a large sum of
money, That worrled her and she concelved
the idea that they were on the road to

penury. The relations between her and her
husband, the latier states, have always been
pleasant.

Yesterday morning about 7 o'clock Mr. Me-
Farland went out Into the back yard befors
his wife was up. As he was walking about
she came to the door in her night clothes and
ealled out to him, “Look after the children.'
The door then shut, and a few minutes later
MeFarland started to go arcund the house to
g0 up town, But the last remark of hik wife
kept running through his mind, and he de-
clded to go buck to seed what she meant,
When he reached the bedroom he found her
fn convulsions. The odor of carbolic acld was
vory perceptible, and her mouth was burned
by the acld. A thorough scarch was made
in the room, and, indeed, through the house,
but no vial could be found contpining acid.

Flvo minutes after she tock the polson she
was unconsclous, Several physiclans worked
with her all morning. Occasionally they
would think she might regain consclousness,
but at last, at 2:30 in the afterncon, she died.
The coroner was summoned, but declded It
wis a clear case of sulelde, and declined to
hold an Inquest.

Mrs, McFarland's malden name was Emma
A. Denning, and her parents<live at Casey,
They were notified by telegram, She formerly
lived In Adalr, but moved hersa about three
yeéars ago. She also had n sister in Persin,
Mrs. O, M. McFarland, who was telegraphed,
and arrived on the evening train. The de-
ceased had two echildren, Mildred, aged 10,
and Charile, aged 8. She bade them good-
bye In an affectionate manner before drinking
the fatal draught,

The time for holding the funeral has not
yet been fixed, but will be today, when all
the relatives have arrived.

SCORED THE WITNESSES,

Genung Makes Pyrotechnle Remnrks,
Which the Court Called Down.
David Jarred of Hastings was on  trial
in federal court almost all day yesterday.
His defense lay mostly in the Hne of an ar-
ralgnment of the witnesses by whom he had
been convicted, His attorney, L. T. Genung,
tried to show by evidence that the witnesses
had Induced Jarred to fracture the law in a
teciinlenl way, for the express purposs of
securing from the government the fees which
would naturally be thelrs. In maling his
address to the jury Te accused the witnesses
of all manner of dishonest practices, and
charged them with swearing to an excessive
amount of mileage and number of days' serv-
fee.  “You know It, gentlemen of the jury, as
well as I do,”" he went on, “and the marshal
knows It, and the district atlorney knowe it,
and the court knows it.”” But he got no fur-
ther, for the court consldered this somewhat

strong, and called him down,

The case was submitted to the jury at 4
o'clock in the afternoon, After wrestling
with the evidence for six hours a verdict of
gullty was returned,

Judge Woolson rendered a decislon In the
case of Julla Ofcer apgalnst the BEmpkie
Hardware company and others, In which the
plaintiff®s motion to remand to the district

court of Pottawattamie county occasioned a
hot fight & week ago. The decision was in
